Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: one of the 
primary reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application is the limitations of a 
skid having a pair of laterally disposed base members, first and second support 
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members, wherein the second support member is releasably attached to and between 
the pair of base members and Is adjustably positioned relative to the pair of base 
members to substantially provide the required horizontal axial alignment of first and 
second pieces of equipment, wherein each of the pair of base members has a vertical 
surface with a first plurality of vertically disposed holes extending horizontally through 
the vertical surface and defining at least one horizontally aligned set of holes, wherein 
the second support member has a mounting plate and a pair of side walls extending 
perpendicularly from opposing edges of the mounting plate, wherein each of the pair of 
side walls has a second plurality of vertically dispose holes extending horizontally 
through the side walls and defining at least one horizontally aligned set of holes parallel 
to the mounting plate and which correspond to the set of holes in the base members, 
and a plurality of fasteners, now essentially in independent claims 15, 16, and 17 and in 
combination with the other elements recited in the claims, respectively. These 
limitations are not found in the prior art of record.
